BY U.S. BOARD 


Former Boss to Stay in 
Prison Till Next May 30 
When, With Time Off, 
15-Month Term Ends.

‘Incompatible With Public 
Interest” Despite Prison- 
er’s Physical Condition, 
Says Decision.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21.—The 
Federal Board of Parole today de- 
nied the application of former Boss 
Thomas J. Pendergast of Kansas 
City for release on parole from 
Leavenworth Prison, where he is 
serving a 15-months’ sentence for 
a $315,000 income tax evasion by 
sentence of the Federal Court. 

The board’s decision, which is fi- 
nal, will mean that Pendergast must 


remain in prison until May 30, next, 
when his sentence, which began 
May 29 last, will end, with allow- 
ance for good behavior. 


_Board’s Statement. 


The board’s announcement was: 

“The application for the grace 
of parole in this case was heard 
at the institution of confinement 
(Leavenworth) on Nov. 4, where- 
upon the matter was adjourned to 
Washington for further considera- 
tion and final disposition. 

“This is in accord with the es- 
tablished procedure in all cases 
of prisoners incarcerated in Fed- 
eral penal institutions. 

“After a most. thorough. inves. 
tigation, followed by observation, 
interrogation and careful delibera- 
tion, in weighing all the facts and 
circumstances surrounding the 
overt act, plea and sentence, as 
well as. taking into consideration 
the age and physical condition of 
the applicant, and the further fact 
that he has no prison history of 
record, the Board is constrained to 
the strong conviction that parole 
issuance in the case of Thomas J. 
Pendergast would be unjustifiable 
and incompatible with the public 
interest, and the application should 
therefore properly be denied.” 


Eligible Since Oct. 28. 


Pendergast had been eligible for 
a parole since completing one-third 
of his sentence Oct. 28. He is 67 
years old, and has suffered two 
heart attacks since his imprison- 
ment began. He was indicted on a 
bribery -charge by the Jackson 
County grand jury Oct. 30, the 
charge being based on his payment 
of $62,500 to State Insurance Super- 
intendent R. E. O’Malley, from the 
$460,000 received by the Boss from 
fire insurance interests for the $10,- 
000,000 rate compromise of 1935. 
Pendergast confessed having con- 
cealed his $315,000 share from in- 
come tax officials. Another $62,500 
went to A. L. McCormack of St. 
Louis, go-between in the _ deal. 
O’Malley is in Leavenworth under 
a sentence of a year and a day, 
his parole plea having been denied, 
and is under bribery indictments 
in Kansas City and St. Louis.

To Germany 


Use of Magnetic Mines Charged 


by British Press

LONDON, Novy. 21.—Today’s Lon- 
don papers charge that Germans 
are employing magnetic mines and 
some of them declare this is Fueh- 
rer Adolf Hitler’s famous secret 
weapon. 

The British Admiralty has re- 
frained from taking the responsi- 
bility for a definite accusation that 
magnetic mines are being used. In 
other quarters, however, it is said 
that there are certain reasons to be- 
lieve this is true. 

Under The Hague convention of 
1907, notification of mine fields’ 
positions must be given by the bel- 
ligerent laying them down. ‘The 
British say that Nazi Admiral Erich 
Raeder told a Dutch journalist in 
September that Germany would re- 
spect this convention but that the 
Germans have violated The Hague 
agreement by giving no notice of 
mines laid in merchant shipping 
lanes off Britain's east coast. 

The London Times admits that 
the recent destruction which has 
been attributed to German mines 
“is to some extent disturbing.” On 


that the British navy is now well 
experienced with mine-sweeping. 
There is every reason to expect that 
Britain’s anti-mine organization will 
be greatly increased and consistent- 
ly developed as a result of last 
week end’s losses. 

As for the possible use of mag- 
netic mines by the Nazis, the cap- 
tain of the Danish steamer Canada 
is undertsood to have told the Co- 
penhagen inquiry board that his 
ship was sunk by a magnetic mine. 
These mines are strewn on the sea 
bottom instead of being moored be- 
neath the surface, and sb remain 
beyond the reach of ordinary mine- 
sweeping gear. The passage of a 
steel hull above them attracts them 
magnetically upward to collide and 
explode. 

Because of their menace to all 
kinds of shipping, magnetic mines, 
until the present time, were regard- 
ed as illegal weapons. There still 
remains the problem of whether it 
can be definitely established that 
such mines are being used by the 
Nazis, Should shipping losses be 
maintained at anything like the ra- 
tio of the last few days, more infor-

. A demand has been made on Cir- 
cuit Clerk H, Sam Priest and his 
surety, the Fidelity & Deposit Co. 
of Maryland, by City Counselor Ed- 
gar H. Wayman for reimbursement 
of the city for an alleged loss of 
$10,084.40 arising from failure to 
collect some of the benefit taxes 


in the condemnation of McKinley 
Plaza, at the entrance of the Mc- 
Kinley Bridge. 

Wayman asserted that the Circuit 
Clerk failed to deliver executions 
on 66 benefit judgments to the 
Sheriff before the judgments had 
expired under the statute of limi- 
tations. 

Priest, in a reply delivered to 
Wayman today, denied liability and 
pointed out that the city waited un- 
til five days and three days, re- 
spectively, before expiration of the 
10-year limitation period to request 
orders of execution on the two 
batches of judgments involved. 
Priest also said the City Counselor 
failed to notify his office that the 
time element was essential. 

The judgments were quashed in 
Circuit Court and subsequently the 
city’s appeal from this ruling failed 
in the St. Louis Court of Appeals 
‘on the ground that the form of ap-' 
peal taken had not been filed with- 
in the allowable time. 

As a result, the $10,084 represents 
a direct loss to the city treasury. 
Wayman said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he knew of no possi- 
ble further appeal. 

Lawyer for Landholders. 


Counsel for the property owners 
under the 66 benefit judgments was 
Gilbert Weiss, a law office associ- 
ate of Robert E. Hannegan, chair- 
man of the Democratic City Com- 
mittee and political lieutenant of 
Mayor Dickmann. Weiss is on the 
city payroll as an investigator for 
the Court of Domestic Relations. 
Priest was renominated for Circuit 
Clerk last year over the opposition 
of Dickmann. 

Making the correspondence be- 
tween himself and Wayman pub- 
lic, Priest said he did so in the be- 
lief this was a matter of public in-. 
terest and because it was part of 
the announced policy of his office 
to inform the public of matters of 
interest. 

“If there was any negligence .or 
delay in the issuance of these exe- 
cutions,” he declared, “it will be 
found that such negligence or de- 
lay was not in my office.” 

Dates Listed. 

Wayman’s letter to Priest, dated 
last Thursday, gave the following 
dates with reference to procedure 
in the case: Judgments on 
benefit ‘taxes against property en- 
tered March 7, 1927; period for exe- 
cution of judgments expired March 
7, 1987; city “ordered” 46 executions 
March 3, 1937, and the other 20 two 
days later; executions delivered to 
the Sheriff by the Circuit Clerk 
April 3, 1937, or 27 days after ex- 
piration of the statutory limitation. 

The judgments were for $5932, 
principal, to which. was added in- 
terest of $4152.40, to March 7, 1937, 
under terms of the city Charter. 
Wayman told Priest,he had been di- 
rected by the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, composed of 
Mayor Dickmann, Comptroller Nol- 
te and Aldermanic President Ma- 
son, to demand reimbursement of 
the total, as a loss smystained by 


the city. 
Judgments Quashed. 

Motions filed by Weiss in behalf 
of the 66 benefit taxpayers, to 
quash the judgments on the ground 
they had expired, were sustained 
by Circuit Judge Eugene J. Sar- 
torius Oct. 20, 1937, and the city 
was enjoined from enforcing its tax 
lien, the Circuit Clerk’s records 
show. 

Deputy Comptroller Charles L., 
Cunningham said to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that the Comptroller's of- 
fice sent bills for benefit taxes for 
McKinley Plaza to the City Coun- 
selor for collection, Sept. 1, 1936. 
He related that about three months 
ago a property owner in the bene- 
fit district called the attention of 
the Comptroller’s office to the 
Court of Appeals ruling. Cunning-

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NAZIS REPORT 
CONFESSION. IN 
MUNICH BOMBING 


Georg Elser Under Arrest, 
Admits Trying to Assas- 
sinate Hitler Nov. 8, 
Gestapo Chief Says. 


BERLIN, Nov. 21 (AP).—Hein- 
rich Himmler, chief of the Gestapo 
—Nazi secret police—announced to- 
day the arrest of a man in connec- 
tion with the attempted bomb as- 
sassination of Adolf Hittler Nov. 
8 in Munich. 

Himmler said the man, Georg 
Elser, 36, of Munich, confessed Nov. 
14 after “steadfast denials.” 

Eight persons were killed by a 
bomb explosion in the Munich 
buergerbrau cellar 11 minutes aft- 
er Hitler left following a speecn 
that celebrated the anniversary of 
the unsuccessful 1923 Nazi putsch. 

Among other suspects, Elser was 
seized as he attempted to flee “il- 
legally” into Switzerland Nov. 11, 
Himmler’s announcement said. The 
borders had been ordefed closed 
temporarily after the attempt on 
Hitler’s life. 

Himmler’s summary was as fol- 
lows: 

During a week’s long tinkering 
“in a manner unique in criminal 
history,” Elser built a six-day time 
bomb into a pillar of the Buerge- 
brau cellar. 

After laying plans in September 
and October, 1938, Elser began work 
in August, 1939. 

Seven days before the Nazi anni- 
versary meeting in the beer cellar, 
the explosive charge was brought 
into the building.

EX-CROWN PRINCE 
FORMALLY DENIES 
STORY OF SHOOTING 


POTSDAM, Germany, Nov. 21 
(AP).—Former Crown Prinee 
Friedrich Wilhelm said today in a 
formal signed statement that “all 
members of the German royal 
houses in so far as they are able 
to bear arms are at the front.” 

Although confined to his bed with 
a heavy cold and fever, the Crown 
Prince wrote: a 

“Neither I nor my brothers nor 
sons nor any member of the Hohen- 
zollern house or any other German 
royal house has been arrested or 
shot. ; 

“Not a single one has been limit- 
ed in his freedom in any manner. 
The folly of calumniators goes so 
far that they let Prince Max of 
Baden, who died 10 years ago, live 
again as.arrested. It ought to be 
sufficient to refer to the fact that 
all members of the German royal 
houses in so far as they are able 
to bear arms are at the front.”

Chamberlaiin Tells Com- 
mons Order in Coouncil

Measures Effective. 


LONDON, Nov. 21 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain told 
the House ot Commons today that 
Great Britain would not allow mine 
warfare to continue without retal- 
iation. 

Chamberlain charged Germany 
with many violations of interna- 
tional law and with brutality. He 
declared the British Government 
had decided on counter measures 
and that an order in council soon 
would give effect to this decision. 

The House cheered the Prime 
Minister, who was making his first 
appearance since suffering an at- 
tack of gout. 

To Seize German Exports. 

Great Britain has decided to seize 
exports of German ownership or 
origin on the high seas, the Prime 
Minister announced, in retaliation 
for what he called “many violations 
of international law and the ruth- 
less brutality of German methods.” 

British reprisals against Germa- 
ny, extending the blockade to ex- 
ports as well as imports, would 
mean concentration on neutral ship- 
ping, since Germany herself has 
virtually no ships at sea now. 

The aim would be to halt com- 
pletely all sea commerce with Ger- 
many. 

During the last war Chamberlain 
recalled that exports of German 
origin or ownership were made 
subject to seizure on the high seas 
as reprisal for submarine attacks 
on merchant shipping. 

He said upward of 10 ships, six 
belonging to neutrals, were sunk 
by German mines with serious loss 
of life, and charged laying of mines 
was in violation of The Hague con- 
vention to which Germany was a 
party. 

Chamberlain made his statement 
in reply to a question by opposition 
Laborite Leader Clement Attlee on 
whether the Government proposed 
to take any action as a result of 
the laying of mines which sank The 
Netherlands passenger ship Simion 
Bolivar and other vessels over the 
week end.

Company Says tt Can’t 
Commit Its 15 Proprie- 
tary Roads to Use Muni- 


cipal Bridge. 


Counterproposals of the Terminal 
Railroad Association in its contro- 
versy with the city over railroad 
use of the Municipal Bridge and re- 
lated matters were under consider- 


afion today by the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment. City of- 
ficials declined to comment on the 
counterproposals but it was obvious 
that they were disappointed. 

The Terminal offered no guaran- 
tee of minimum tolls for railroad 
use of the bridge but declared in- 
stead that it could not commit its 
15 proprietary railroads to such use. 
In demanding a minimum guar- 
antee, city officials had hoped it 
would be sufficient to cover the 
rent which the city would pay the 
Terminal for use of the vehicle 
deck of Eads Bridge. 

In addition the Terminal said 
that if the city would dismiss its 
$5,000,000 damage suit against the 
association ‘for its failure to con- 
tinue advances to complete Munici- 
pal Bridge approaches, it would 
cancel $1,000,000 of the $1,410,719 
it had advanced under a 1930 agree- 
ment before ceasing payments, The 
city completed the approaches with 
bond and other funds. 

The Terminal made it clear that 
its plan involved an end of the 
1930 agreement, which called for a 
minimum guarantee of $500,000 an- 
nually for the railroads’ use of the 
Municipal Bridge. 

Watson’s Statement. 

After the counterproposals were 
presented to city officials yesterday 
afternoon, Philip J. Watson Jr., 
president of the Terminal, was 
asked about its statement that it 
could not assure the city that its 
proprietary railroads would use the 
Municipal Bridge. 

He said it was his opinion that 
the nine railroads now running pas- 
senger trains over Eads Bridge 
would switch to the Municipal 
Bridge and that if they used the 
Municipal Bridge to the same ex- 
tent that they used Eads Bridge 
last year the annual tolls would be 
about $253,000. 

It was estimated, he said, that an 
additional $90,000 would be provid- 
ed if the Missouri Pacific, as was 
anticipated, abandoned its freight- 
train ferry at the foot of Ivory ave- 
nue and used the Municipal Bridge. 

In response to the city’s proposal 
to lease the vehicular deck of Eads 
Bridge for $300,000 a year, the 
Terminal offered to lease it to the 
city for an annual rental of not less 
than present net earnings. Watson 
told reporters after yesterday’s 
meeting that the net earnings were 
about $365,000. 


Seeks Long-Term Franchises. 


Taking up another point in dis- 
pute, the Terminal, which has been 
operating under revocable permits 
since its 50-year franchises expired 
in 1937, renewed its demand for 
long-term franchises. Watson told 
reporters the association would ac- 
cept franchises running from five 
to 50 years. 

As to the problem of removal of 
elevated railroad tracks from the 
riverfront memorial site, the Termi- 
nal disagreed with the city’s posi- 
tion that it was a matter to be 
handled between the Terminal and 
the National Park Service. It asked 
the city to join in negotiations, 

Watson said the Terminal’s pro- 
posals represented the views of all 
its directors.

Mother Reports Receiving 
Calls While Corinne 
Maddox Tells Grand Jury 
About Killing. 


DALLAS, Tex., Nov. 21 (AP).— 
Telephone threats against Miss Cor- 
rine Maddox were reported by her 
mother today as the young woman 
voluntarily told a grand jury about 
the fatal shooting of her former ad- 
mirer, Brooks 8. Coffman. 

Mrs. Margaret Maddox, whose 26- 
year-old daughter has admittted 
emptying two pistols at the 40-year- 
old Dallas attorney on a downtown 
street, said an anonymous telephone 
caller had warned: 

“If you value your daughter’s life, 
you'd better get her out of town. 
She’s going to be killed if she stays 
here.” 

Police Receive False Report. 


Police received a call that there 
had been a shooting at the Maddox 
home. Two police cars, an ambu- 
lance and a squad of dtectives went 
to the address. Mrs. Maddox said 
she had not called. 

Another witness in addition to 
Miss Maddox before the grand jury 
was the woman who was with Coff- 
man at the time of yesterday’s 
shooting and who disappeared in 
the crowd after pleading with pho- 
tographers not to take pictures of 
the dying man. A District Attor- 
ney’s invstigator said the woman 
with Coffman was a young typist 
who worked in a suite where Coff- 
man had his office. 

Coffman was facing trial on 
charges he stabbed Miss Maddox, 26, 
with an ice pick because she re- 
fused to go to California with him. 
He was married and had three chil- 
dren, 

He fell to the sidewalk on a busy 
main street, screaming “don't kill 
me, Corinne,” as Miss Maddox drew 
two weapons from under her coat

Priest said his office received a 
letter from the Counselor's office 
March 4, 1937, stating that execu- 
tions had been requested under the 
motions filed two days previously. 
There was nothing in that letter, 
he asserted, to indicate that the Cir- 
cuit Court had ordered the execu- 
tions issued, “and it was not until 
such order could come through the 
transcript room that the record 
would indicate what action, if any, 
had been taken with reference to 
the motions.” 

Two days later, the clerk went on, 
his office received from the Coun- 
selor’s office a letter stating that 
executions were ordered issued on 
the second batch of judgments. As 
the Counselor’s department specif- 
ically requested a separate execu- 
tion on each item, it would have 
been physically impossible for the 
execution clerk to have prepared 
the documents in the normal dis- 
charge of duties, Priest declared. 

“Although we were dealing with 
lawyers in your department,” Priest 
wrote, “we were given no intima- 
tion that there was any particular 
rush needed in the handling of your 
requests. The fact that we were 
not so infoymed appears to be ex- 
plained by*the brief which your 
office filed in ‘opposition to the 
motion to quash the executions, in 
which you take the position that if 
orders for the executions were ob- 
tained from the court before the 
expiration of the statutory limita- 
tion, the executions subsequently 
issued would be valid, 


Cites Instructions. 


“Thus, when it became apparent 
that it was necessary that the Sher- 
iff publish 20 days’ notice before 
the return date in the execution, 
and since it would require substan- 
tial time for our office to prepare 
the executions, they could not be 
made returnable to the April term, 
we were instruced by your office 
that it would be satisfactory to 
make the executions returnable to 
the June (1937) term.”

EFFECT OF FOREIGN 
BROADCASTS IN U. S. 


‘Listening Post’ to Analyze 
Programs From Four 
European Countries. 


PRINCETON, N. J., Noy. 21 
(AP).—Dr. Harold W. Dodds, pres- 
ident of Princeton University, an- 
nounced yesterday founding of the 
“Princeton listening post” to ana- 


'lyze the effect of foreign radio 


broadcasts in the United States, 

Describing short-wave radio pro-

VENEREAL DISEASE 
RULES HELD VALID 


Attorney-General’s Office Ap- 
provés Regulations Requiring 
Tests of Suspects. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 21 
(AP).—The State Board of Health 
won the Attorney-General’s approv- 
al today of four new regulations 
enacted as part*of its campaign 
against venereal disease. 

The regulations: 

1. Direct local boards of health 
to examine “persons reasonably 
suspected” of having venereal dis- 
ease, and to use every available 
means to ascertain the existence 
of infections. 

2. Require doctors to report to 
the State Board of Health all cases 
of such disease. 

3. Establish quarantine for all 
venereally diseased persons who re- 
fuse to submit to medical treat- 
ment. 

4. Prohibit any one except a li- 
censed physician from prescribing 
or recommending drugs for treat- 
ment of venereal disease. 

The ruling, written by Assistant 
Attorney-General Max Wasserman, 
was asked for by Dr. Harry F. 
‘Parker, State Health Commissioner. 

The regulations are “designed to 
promote the health and welfare of 
the people” and therefore are “‘with- 
in the police power of the State 
and valid,” Wasserman ruled, 

But he added a note of caution 
concerning two of them. Of the one 
directing local board to examine 
suspected persons, Wasserman 
wrote: “It must be borne in mind 
that what constitutes reasonable 
grounds for suspecting a person af 
a quarantinable disease must de- 
pend in each particular case upon 
the circumstances.” 
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The application of the quarantine 
rule also “must be reasonable,” he

Germany has the most rational- 
ed and efficient industrial plant 
in Europe, thé most hard-working 
and disciplinéd population and a 
long tradition of militarism as the 
very basis of the existence of the 
state. It also was a nation with a 
grievance, and a peculiarly bound- 
less kind of imagination. 

And it was the first country sys- 
fematically to prepare for the total- 
tarian war. It made a totalitarian 
political system, a totalitarian eco- 
nomic and social system, and it or- 
ganized the whole for the clear and 
openly avowed objective of the 
totalitarian war. 


What Totalitarian War Is. 


Totalitarian war means, of 
course, 8 war waged with the whole 
resources of a nation; waged with 
the organized collaboration of every 
man, woman and child; waged with 
the totality of industry, technology 
Bnd science; waged with and by a 
trade policy; waged on no single 
front but on all fronts—on land, on 
ea and in the air, against civilians, 
including women and_ children, 
Bgainst industrial centers, docks, | 

ommunications. 


In the last few years, we have had 
amples of this kind of warfare, 
botably in Spain. People have 
Walled the Spanish war a test of 
modern warfare, the _ totalitarian 
War in miniature. Such, also, was 
the German lightning campaign 
S®gainst Poland.

War or a second World War 
has been both protested and 
laughed at. Yet it is the only ac- 
curate phrase. Three events of this 
week brought the fact in glaring 
light, and at the same time made 
it clear that whatever else emerges 
from the war, a changed organiza- 
tion of the British empire is one 
of the certainties. 

These events, all taking place far 
from the mud and night of the 
Western front, were the announced 
withdrawal of the British troops in 
North China; the Japanese land- 
ing near Pakhoi; and the demands 
of the Indian nationalists for more 
autonomy. 

In a direct military sense the 
withdrawal of the British troops in 
North China is insignificant. There 
were only 700 men there, all at 
Tientsin. But these 700° men had 
an indirect military importance far 
beyond their actual numbers, While 
they remained on the spot the Jap- 
anese could undertake no very dras- 
tic action against British interests 
beyond Hongkong. Such action 
would bring forward the 700 men, 
members of the British regular 
army. 


Importance of Army. 


Attacks on commercial interests 
and private citizens, however seri- 
ous, have ultimately the character 
of diplomatic incidents. If they 
occur in the neighborhood of 
armed forces these forces may come 
into action; in the absence of armed 
forces the matter is more likely to 
be settled around a green-topped 
table. 

But the presence of even such 
an insignificant army as this sin- 
gle battalion changes everything. 
They represent a direct extension 
of the national sovereignty, Move- 
ment against them not merely in- 
vites, but proclaims the existence 
of a major ar. 


China thus had quite a special 
importance. It could not be elim- 
inated by any means the Japanese 
possessed, any more than the Jap- 
anese could eject the English from 
Singapore. The fact that it has 
now been withdi.wn without any 
positive and concrete Japanese ac- 
tion may mean that in spite of the 
public indignation in Tokyo over 
the Hitler-Stalin handshake, Japa- 
nese and Germans are still work- 
ing hand in hanc.

Life Goes on Peacefully in Warmth of Remichi 
Inn Within Sight and Sound of Con- 
flict in Moselle Valley.

NSIDE the inn of Mr. Klopp the 

radio was playing a bit from En- 

gland—something about “The Old 
Lady of Armentieres.” Outside, 
rain turning: to sleet was sluicing 
down the Moselle Valley and a cold 
night was getting colder. The guns 
were going, of course. They never 
stop. 

The grapes had been gathered 
and pressed. The new wine was in 
the cellar. There was a fine fire in 
the porcelain stove. A smell of 
roasting pheasant drifted in from 
the kitchen. The local undertaker, 
who, it seems, had had a good week, 
was cracking jokes with the little 
barmaid. <A pair of grand dames 
from Belgium were sipping coffee 
and talking in low voices about 
their interesting relatives. 

Mr. Klopp shuddered in a sudden 
draft and looked up from the chess 
game at which he had been taking 
a London newspaper correspondent 
to a notable trimming. 

“Nothing changes,” he said philo- 
sophically. “Everything is just the 
same as it was last year... except 
the wars keep the doors open.” He 
got up and strode across the room 
to repair the oversight of two visi- 
tors who had gone onto the terrace 
to see what they could see of the 
shellbursts. :

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THE CHRYSLER STRIKE LEADERS. 

The strike of the United Automobile Workers of 
America against the Chrysler corporation {s now 
more than a month and a half old. It has passed the 
record set by the sit-down strikes of 1937. Approxi- 
mately 70,000 workers are affected. Production of 
the company’s 1940 model automobiles has been neg- 
ligible. Estimates of the financial losses to the union 


astronomical figures. 

And the Chrysler strike {s only an example of 
scores of incipient disputes which threaten our econ- 
omy like a Damoclean sword. It is sheer rhetoric to 
ask whether community or nation can afford such 
strikes. The vital question is what can be done 
about them. ° 

Nothing is to be gained by beclouding the problem 
with denunciations of the Wagner Act. That piece of 
legislation admittedly has its defects, but it just is 
not realistic to blame the National Labor Relations 
Board for the current situation in Detroit, The board 
is charged with determining the proper bargaining 
agent, and with seeing to it that real negotiations 
are carried on with that agent. In its Chrysler elec- 
tions, upward of 80 per cent of the employes voted 
for the UAWA. The union promptly began nego- 
tiations with the company. That left the board out. 

The plain truth is that labor, in large measure, 
holds the key to the situation. Intelligent leadership 
would, if met halfway, eliminate strikes of this kind. 
It has done so in many fields. A Sidney Hillman 
knows that he cannot work for the welfare of his fel- 
low unionists unless he is also concerned with the 
welfare of their industry. Therefore, he approaches 
an employer in a spirit of co-operation. He is ready 
to discuss the problems of the industry. Often he 
makes very helpful suggestions on how costs might 
be reduced or new markets opened up. Occasionally, 
he must haggle—even as a customer will haggle with 
a manufacturer over price. But there is no instinc- 
tive antagonism for an employer as such. 

Hillman is not a lone exception among union offi- 
cials. One quickly calls to mind men like Philip 
Murray, who, as chairman of the Steel Workers’ Or- 
ganizing Committee, did a marvelous job in co-opera- 
tion with the United States Steel Corporation, even 
though harassed at the time by the runaway strike 
in “Little Steel.” John L. Lewis, as president of the 
United Mine Workers rather than as head of the CIO, 
is respected as a level-headed negotiator who can see 
a problem whole. So is George Harrison of the 
AFL’s railroad workers’ union. David Dubinsky of 
the International Ladies’ Garment Workers is yet 
another example. And, there are others, too. 

The officers of the auto workers offer a sharp con- 
trast. They are young, impetuous, inexperienced. 
They rush in where angels fear to tread. Sometimes, 
it seems, they do not even know why they are on the 
rampage. The issues in the Chrysler dispute, for ex- 
ample, seem to be much clearer in the minds of news- 
paper men than in those of the union leaders. 

Intelligent veterans of the labor movement natural- 
ly deplore this, but they also accept it. Hillman, who 
with Murray was named by Lewis to smooth out the 
internal strife in the auto workers’ union a year or 
so ago, believes that wisdom can be expected only 
with time. 

He knows that any attempt on the part of the CIO 
high command or public authority to impose peace 
would be fraught with danger. 

But there would not be the least suggestion of peril 
if Detroit labor leaders communed with themselves 
and decided—by going to Hillman and Murray for. 
counsel—to apply the speed-up, which they profess 
to fight on the assembly line, to their own mellowing 
process.

CHILDREN’S BOOKS FOR PARENTS? 

Any person who has had occasion of late to select 
a book for a child will have noticed—unless he was 
more concerned with the impression to be made on 
the parents—that publishers have been getting out 
things of this kind that appeal to adults sather than 
to children. 

The books are written with a quaint whimsey. They 
are ever so clever, Illustrations very often are little 
gems, But, all in all, they are far too sophisticated. 
They may stir a mother to the enthusiasm usually re- 
served for the cleverest cartoon in the current New 
Yorker, but that elation fades quickly when she be- 
gins to read to the apple of her eye. In no time, she 
finds herself involved in a laborious process of 
“translation.” The ordeal, as a rule, is not protracted 
because the average youngster quickly loses interest. 

Of course, this complaint may be made against 
some of the classics. Certainly Lewis Carroll en- 
joyed “Alice in Wonderland” more than the little girl 
for whom it was written. On the other hand, some 
modern books will win the heart of any child. Off- 
hand, there are Ingri and Parin d’Aulaire’s delight- 
ful story of how Ola killed the troll cock,.and a 
fascinating collection of stories, brought together 
under the title, “Spider’s Palace,” by Richard 
Hughes, author of “High Wind Over Jamaica.” 

But books like these are exceptions. The-time has 
come to issue a challenge to those gifted with pen 
and brush to step forward as modern Brothers Grimm 
and-Hans Christian Andersens and, if possible, for 
one of them to scale the heights of immortality as a 
latter-day Mother Goose. The children are eagerly

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IDA M. TARBELL ON EXECUTIVE TENURE.

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A PLEA FOR UNEMPLOYED YOUTH.

that will result from totalitarian warfare. 
Once the U. S. S. R. had given up its possible 
alliance with the Western democracies in 
favor of co-operation with Germany, Hitler 
could risk the bombing of helpless and iso- 
lated Poland, So far, sanity has kept him 
and us from letting hell loose in Western 
Europe. 

The war in the. West is, so far, little more 
than a mutual blockade. Whether the Nazi 
mentality can long maintain a defensive 
war, such as Britain and France envisage, 
we have yet to see, Hitler is a cautious and 
crafty enemy, and his air marshals and gen- 
erals may not wish to risk a boomerang 
throw. There is at least a chance of 
a further period of prudence, of maneuvers 
to the accompaniment of mainly economic 
hostilities. If so, what can we still do to 
avoid the immeasurable catastrophe of un- 
limited war? 

A British blockade cannot have an effect 
comparable with that of the last war. On 
the other hand, Germany’s U-boat campaign 
against Britain appears to be well under con- 
trol and her blockade of us, even when her 
full resources are used in the air, is likely 
to be equally indecisive. The prospect is a 
stalemate, not only on the battlefield but 
also on the economic front. 


Our chief hopes have lain in some type 
of revolution in Germany. Here, everything 
is guesswork. At the moment, Hitler stands 
as the conqueror of Poland and all the re- 
sources and propaganda are poured forth 
to prove to the German people that in the 
West, Britain and France are the aggres- 
sors. | 
Our counter-propaganda is still ineffective- 
ly organized, The leaflets that have been 
dropped were not well conceived or even 
written in good German, They have ema- 
nated, not from the many experts on Ger- 
man psychology who are available in this 
country, but from the Air Ministry, whose 
proper job was not to draft them, but to 
scatter them, As might have been 
they did the latter admirably and the former 
deplorably. : 

Tho there is apparently trouble in the 
oui army, we cannot rely on the sol- 
diers turning against Hitler. Some of them 
dislike the advance of the U. S. 8. R. on 
ideo as well as strategical grounds. 
Others, who have always been friendly with 
the Red army, see in the new Russian ailli- 
ance the basis for conquest in the West and 
may even favor attacks on industrialists, 
whom they regard as a survival from the 
period before National Socialism. 

When we are trying to influence German 
opinion as a whole, it is above all important 
to get rid of people who think or talk in 
terms of breaking up Germany after the 
war. Yet the French show so little under-

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be the salvation of Europe, is utterly re- 
pugnant to them. 

They know better than to quarrel with 
Stalin, They admit that Stalin’s advances 
are not in any way comparable with Hitler’s 
aggression, that Russia has in fact done us 
a service in Poland and carefully withdrawn 
to the Curzon line once planned by Britain 
as the boundary of Poland. They are willing, 
terribly late and for reasons of necessity, to 
come to an agreement with the Soviet Union. 
They have made a trade agreement which is, 
in its small way, a good sign. But Mr. Lloyd 
George was certainly right in his speech at 
Carnarvon when he urged that much more 
should be done. A minister of the first rank 
should be sent to Moscow to make the best 
terms he can. 

Surveying this situation, we are confident 
that Britain and France can withstand at- 
tack, but not that they can win “victory” 
in the old sense of the term. Nor have they 
governments capable of convincing us or the 
neutral world that they could build a system 
of peace and prosperity, supposing they had 
actually achieved a military victory. 

The Government has dealt a smashing 
blow to the democratic cause by an imperial- 
ist reply to the dignified appeal of the In- 
dian Congress. They have answered Hitler’s 
speech with a negative uhlikely to appeal 
either to Germany or to the neutrals. Mr. 
Chamberlain has spoken of a new world for 
which the common people everywhere are 
praying, but he Has given no idea of what 
this new world should be. 


The only statesman, and he unfortunately 
is an elder statesman, who frankly faces the 
facts in Britain today is Mr. Lloyd George. 
It is not enough to reply to Mr. Lioyd 
George that Hitler is a perjured villain 
(which he is), or to shout that a proposal of 
a conference on terms is a sign of pusil- 
lanimity or a preparation for a second Mu- 
nich. On the contrary, it ig plain common- 
sense. 

Hitler’s proposals were i table. 
Agreed, But they left plenty of haute for 
us to seize. Why should we leave Hitler 
with the diplomatic initiative? We are in 
a strong position to take it. Hitler’s advance 
is cut off in the East and West. If we can 
associate Mr. Roosevelt in a demand for a 
conference—and we can never do that until 
we put forward positive proposals—we might 
transform the situation before it is too late.

Hay Fever in Dust. 


Tiny micro-organisms which 
make soil fertile were described as 
potential agents in causing hay 
fever. 

When dust storms sweep over 
large areas of the country they car- 
ry with them billions of microsco- 
pic mold particles, similar to those 
found in yeast, and cause the vio- 
lent sneezing characteristic of hay 
fever, the Association of Allergists 
for Mycological Investigation re- 
ported.

But this in his 


complacency and act as spurs to 


men regardless of their widely dif- 


es job, for there he can drive ahead 


Corrective Exercises 
By Patricia Lindsay 


ness some women are left with 

ne leg slightly shorter than 
the other, which is ruinous to good 
posture and graceful carriage. For 
such a defect, Neils Bukh, Den- 
mark’s greatest teacher of physical 
training, has devised a series of 
corrective exercises which stretch 
the shortened hamstring muscles, 


This stretching is accomplished 
in two ways: (1) by applying pres- 
sure on the knee and forcing a 
complete downward straightening 
of the joint, and (2) by strong, slow 
downward bendings of the trunk: 
This downward bending straight- 
ens the lower part of the spine as 
well as stretching the hamstrings, 
providing the knees are kept 
straight. So the exercise illustrat- 
ed today is an excellent one for the 
person with a weakened lower 
back, 

The following series of exercises 
are based upon flexibility, strength 
and co-ordination, and very pleas- 
ing results are obtained if they 
are done properly. Neils Bukh ar- 
ranges his corrective movements in 
groups and he urges you to prac- 
tice the group each day in rhyth- 
mical .movements. 


Exercise 1—From erect standing 
position, bend knees to squatting 
position and place hands on floor 
for support. Then balancing on 
one foot, stretch out the shorter 
limb as much as you can without 
losing balance, then berfd it back 
to position. Stretch it. similarly 
several times, 

Exercise 2—Return to standing 
position and bend trunk down- 
ward to grasp ankles. Return 
again to standing position and re-

cise 3—Kneel on one knee and 
stretch the shorter leg forward as 
illustrated. From this position 


drop back on heel (ankle extended).

To help you stretch, 
you may place both hands on the 
floor either side of your forward 
foot, or for better balance, you 
may grasp your forward foot with 
both hands. 
Bend and raise trunk slowly be- 
ing aware of a stretching in your 
lower back and at your knee joint. 
Repeat four times the first day 
and increase once each day until 
your shorter limb is stretched suf- 
ficiently. Do the exercise to waltz 
music so you will be rhythmical in 
your “one-two-three” movements.

For an occasional 
or regular purgative, mineral oil 
is recommended. 

Aspirin tablets are usually in- 
cluded because they have a variety 
fof uses for headache, muscle pains, 
colds and even for insomnia. A 
powder combination of sodium bi- 
carbonate and magnesium oxide is 
of proved value in overcoming at- 
tacks of indigestion due to hyper- 
acidity of the stomach. A sedative 
in the form of luminal or sodium 
barbiturate is quite useful. Under 
most circumstances it is safe for 
occasional insomnia or nervousness. 

An antiseptic, either 70 per cent 
alcohol or tincture of iodine, or 


both, a package of sterile gauze and 


adhesive tape bandagé and a roller 
bandage are sine qua non, Certain 
ointments are included for minor 
burns. Nose drops and paregoric 
are optional, 

Because it is so common, some 
remedy for athlete’s foot should be 
included. 


Has any attempt been made to 
prevent the common cold by using 
the virus vaccine? 

The usual vaccines against the 
common cold are the organisms that 
are found somewhat late {n the 
course of the infection. These cer- 
tainly do little, if any, good. 

In 1914 Kruse advanced the the- 
ory that colds are due not to any 
of the bacteria that we can see, but 
to a filterable.virus. He produced 
colds in healthy volunteers with 
filtered nasal secretions from cold- 
ridden persons, 

Since the work of Dochez was 
reported in 1938, it has been gen- 
erally agreed that the filterable 
virus is the cause. Dochez hoped 
to be able to create an active im- 
munity in man with the cold virus, 
but up to now there has been little 
success attending the efforts. If 
the virus is given by hypodermic, 
it is safe but produces very little 
immunity. If it is given locally in 
the nose, it may cause a cold 
rather than cure one, so we are 
about where we were before they 
discovered the virus origin of colds. 


What was the powder you rec- 
ommended once for the prevention 
of athlete’s foot? 

This powder consists of salicylic 
acid, five grams; menthol, two 
grams; camphor, eight grams; boric 
acid, 50 grams, and starch, 36 
grams. TEither for an active case 
or as a follow-up treatment to pre- 
vent recurrence, or as a preventive 
after using the Symnasium, or 
when the feet have been perspir- 
ing, it may be dusted on the skin 
of the feet, in the socks and shoes.

West went 
up with the king and, following up 
his plan of cutting down dummy’s 
ruffing power, led the spade three 
to East’s queen. East made the 
only conceivable return, a heart. 
South won with the ace and, when 
he saw the queen drop from West's 
hand, shrewdly inferred that, since 
the heart suit obviously was not 
going to break well, the club suit 
probably would not break 23, 
Hence instead of depending on the 
club jack to drop, declarer now led 
the diamond queen and let it ride. 
It held, since West was not foolish 
enough to cover, and now South 
ruffed a heart with dummy’s last 
trump. The club queen was cashed, 
declarer discarding a heart, and 
when East failed to follow, the en- 
tire situation was fairly clear. It 
was not hard to count West’s orig- 
inal distribution. Now my partner 
merely ruffed a club and then 
threw West on lead with the king 
of Spades. West, down to dia- 
monds, now was helpless. On a low 
diamond lead dummy’s 10 held the 
trick, and the diamond ace and the 
established clubs allowed declarer 
to discard his last two hearts. In 
all, the opponents were held to two 
trump tricks and one club.
